Fire Prevention Tips 

Most home fires begin in either the bedroom or the 
kitchen. The following tips are especially applicable to 
those two rooms, though may apply to every room in 
the house: 

1, Never smoke in bed. You might fall asleep, drop 
your cigarette. Toxic gases from the fire that might re- 
sult could render you unconscious before the heat awak- 
ened you. 

2. Don’t string electric extension cords around the 
room. Never run cords under rugs or over nails where 
they will wear, causing short circuits, possible fire. 

3. If you use a portable oil or gas heater, be sure there 
is fresh air in the room and turn it off before going to 
bed. Many people are suffocated every year because they 
use unvented oil or gas heaters in tightly-closed rooms. 

4. Place portable heaters where they cannot be tipped 
easily, tripped on, or over-turned. Never carry an oil 
heater while it is lighted. Set heaters level, out of the 
line of traffic, and away from combustibles such as cur- 
tains, bedding, etc. 

5. Do not use lighted matches to search dark closets. 
Use a flashlight.

AAA URGES PARENTS TO 
INSTRUCT YOUNGSTERS: IN 
SCHOOL BUS SAFETY 


Safety rules for youngsters 
who use school buses were 
issued by the American Automo- 
bile Association. 

More than a quarter of a 
million Massachusetts children 
will travel to and from school 
by school bus this year, the 
AAA reports, urging parents to 
take the initiative in helping 
their children to learn a few 
simple rules: 

1. Youngsters should arrive at 
the bus stop in plenty of time 
to avoid rushing, with its 
consequent hazards, 

2. They should wait in a safe 
Place well off the roadway. 

3. There should be no ‘horse- 
play,’ pushing, or racing for 
i in getting on or off the 
Us. 


4, Hands, head,and feet should 
be kept inside the bus. Loud 
talk, boisterous laughter, or 
other disturbances to the dri- 
ver must be avoided. 

5. Youngsters should cooperate 
in keeping the inside of the 
bus clean. Many kinds of acci- 
dents are possible with blow- 
ing papers or slippery trash 
on the floor. 

6. Children should remain 
seated while the bus is in 
motion. 

7. All instructions of the 
driver must be followed care- 
fully. Instructions given as 
the child leaves the bus are 
of particular importance.

Secondly, the person who 
wishes to fill that need must 
be well prepared personally, 
and with proper facilities to 
fill the bill better than 
average.
